And that, sad to say, is not a com- 
pliment. The politics are shrewd 
passive-aggressive sort way but 
piece of policy it is lacking, pathetically 
inadequate. 

After dragging his heels for two years in 
the wake of the accidental shooting death 
by police of 21-year-old Emerson College 
student Victoria Snelgrove during a spon- 
taneous but easily anticipated Red Sox- 
victory celebration outside Fenway Park in 
2004, Menino has finally seen fit to act. 
But it’s too little, too late. And the plan 
raises far more questions than answers. 

First there the question just how 
independent the panel will be. Will 
an arm of the mayor's office with little in- 
dependence and even less motivation to act 
on its own? There is little to suggest other- 
wise. Will least one member appoint- 
ed by an outside entity, or will someone 
other than the mayor submit names from 
which Menino can choose? 

The panel will review allegations se- 
rious misconduct, such as assault or illegal 
drug use, which are dismissed the de- 
Internal Affairs Division (IAD). 
Why only those that are dismissed? Will 
this encourage IAD find some fault and 
give light penalties, keep the cases from 
review? Also, the most serious cases, such 


as the shooting of civilians, are already re- 
viewed by the district attorney’s office, 
which in recent years has a highly suspect 
record of finding 100 percent of such 
shootings justified. Why those inves- 
tigations come under review by this board? 

The civilian review board will look into 
less serious cases member the pub- 
lic appeals decision Internal Affairs. 
But why must the public trigger the 
process, and not also the board members 
police themselves? How will the public 
learn that the IAD has dismissed alle- 
gation? For years one the biggest com- 
plaints has been that citizens’ complaints 
disappear into the IAD netherland and 
it’s nearly impossible find out what 
happened. 

The board will not have the power 
conduct its own investigations issue 
subpoenas. Rather, after reviewing case 
files, these mayoral appointees can direct 
investigators to go back and re-interview 
witnesses or investigate further. If, after 
that, they still have concerns about an in- 
vestigation, they can ask the police com- 
missioner to intervene. In other words, 
the board will toothless. 

By restricting the board only to inter- 
views and documentation produced 
investigations, the mayor has handed the 
IAD an incentive for doing less-thorough 
investigations avoid creating reviewable 
material. This already huge problem 
in criminal investigations, where Boston 
Police Department detectives deliberately

try avoid creating material that would 
then have given the defense. Ask- 
ing the same investigators re-interview 
or investigate further ensures that the 
work will get done very slowly — if at all. 

It’s not clear how the structure of the 
board members’ terms might affect their 
independence; whether the board has 
the power initiate new complaint, 
for example, if members believe an 
officer lied the course internal 
investigation.

The fate Dutch 


liberal chic 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands — 

Civil libertarians from Los Angeles 
to Estonia gathered here last week to sur- 
vey the status of free speech and liberal 
democracy in Europe, as it is being rede- 
fined by Islamic immigrants. Turns out 
that Dutch society and politics — once all 
things liberal chic — aren't quite what 
they used to be. 

That's not to say that the new myths 
are any more accurate than the old ones. 
For years, the Dutch capital conjured 
images of tolerance and cohesion, of pot- 
heads and prostitutes arrayed against a 
backdrop of placid canals and gently spin- 
ning windmills. These days the city that 
ordained the world's first gay marriage 
— beating the Bay State by three years 

— is increasingly portrayed as virulently 
intolerant toward Muslim immigrants 
and citizens. 

Yet many Muslims appear to be fold- 
ing into Dutch commercial and secular 
culture quite seamlessly. Unaccompanied 
by male escorts, droves of young Muslim 
women donning headscarves laugh into 
their cell phones in Amsterdam's biggest 
mall. And Amsterdam is home to the only 
openly gay Arab bar in the world. 

Nonetheless, since the November 2004 
murder of controversial Dutch filmmaker 
Theo van Gogh, a fractious debate about 
the limits of tolerance has torn Dutch so- 
ciety apart. Van Cogh’s murder — at the 
hands of 26-year-old Mohammed Bouyeri,

The solutions proffered 
so far, however, such as 
requiring immigrants 
to watch a video of nude 
sunbathers, raise serious 
doubts about the efficacy 
of forcing “integration” 
into a coherent, if elusive, “Dutch” model. 

At the center of the most recent Dutch 
controversy is Ayaan Hirsi Ali, a vocifer- 
ous former Muslim who sought asylum 
in the Netherlands in 1992 and who, after 
gaining citizenship, worked menial jobs 
before being elected to the Dutch Parlia- 
ment and teaming up with van Gogh on 
a provocative film on women’s roles in 
Islam, titled Submission. Unstintingly 
critical of Islam and its adherents, Hirsi 
Ali became the target not only of many 
Muslims, who sent her death threats that 
led to 24-hour surveillance, but also of 
Rita Verdonk, the Netherlands’s chief 
immigration officer. 

For several months, “Iron Rita” at- 
tempted — ultimately unsuccessfully 
— to rescind Hirsi Ali’s Dutch citizenship 
because the Somali-born immigrant lied

meanwhile, has decided to decamp to the 
relative security of the American Enterprise 
Institute, a conservative Washington, DC, 
think tank that will reportedly fund part 
two of Submission. 

This November, the Dutch will mark the 
two-year anniversary of van Gogh’s mur- 
der. They will also return to the ballot box 
for the third time in less than five years 
— an unprecedented rate. Americans would 
do well to monitor what happens. We 
might be able to glean something from the 
world’s most tolerant society about retain- 
ing liberal-democratic institutions without 
sacrificing security — or values. 

Indeed, if those endeavoring to reconcile 
liberty and security can make it in Amster- 
dam, they can make it anywhere.

Sure, she did regular 
teen stuff — like attend 10 rock shows (including the Warped 
Tour, the Yeah Yeah Yeahs, and Action Action) and camp out in 
Pennsylvania Dutch country (where she was shocked to find a 
WiFi signal). But she did some grown-up stuff too — like turn a 
four-month-old hobby of making clear-duct-tape wallets into a 
part-time business, appropriately called Wallet Girl Industries. 
Plus, she launched her own Web site, thewalletgirl.com, and 
has already received enough online sales to quit her former 
part-time job. “I’m too good for babysitting now,” Kustler-Klein 
proudly declares over the phone. “I've moved on to bigger, 
brighter, more duct-tapish things.” 

She certainly has. In the past two months, Kustler-Klein 
has produced more than 100 clear-duct-taped wallets — 90 of 
which were special-ordered by bands such as Waltham’s Damone 
(who wanted 20 for their merch booth), New York-based 
Morningwood (who also requested 20), and Geffen Records- 
signed punk-pop trio the Pink Spiders (who paid $2-a-piece for 
a whopping 50). “I didn’t know I could 
make 50 wallets,” she admits. “I was 
kind of up until five in the morning 
finishing them. I went through 16 rolls 
of tape in nine days.” 

Kustler-Klein began making her 
wallets in February, inspired by the 
sight of emo boys Panic! at the Disco 
on the cover of this paper. (See “Wallet 
Girl,” News and Features, June 9). The 
industrious teen gradually perfected 
a way to laminate Phoenix covers in the 
transparent adhesive and wrap them into multi-pocketed 
billfolds. She also started making wallets for bands she was 
going to see live — such as Morningwood and emo-synth New 
Yorkers Action Action — so that she would have an excuse to 
hand-deliver the pocket-pouch tributes. 

Although Panic! ignited the initial inspiration, Kustler- 
Klein has since soured on the Vegas-born foursome. “I made 
some [wallets] for them and I went to the show and they were 
being divas so they didn't come out. I gave them to someone 
else to give them, but they never wrote back to me. So now I’m 
just like, ‘Panic! at the Disco,’” she says, addressing the band 
as if this is a conference call with all four members on line 
three, ““You're good. But I'm mad at you.’ ” 

No matter. Other acts have rewarded Kustler-Klein’s enter- 
prise. At the Warped Tour, she sat onstage during the Pink 
Spiders’ set and later received a“ goody box” packed with 17 
CDs, snail-mailed by their label rep at Geffen. “When I got that 
it was like, ‘Wow, my life pretty much mules right now.’ ” 

This month, she’s also featured in Alternative Press magazine, 
a goal Kustler-Klein mentioned back in June when she was 
interviewed by the Phoenix. “It’s awesome. It’s so weird though, 
‘cause it’s like, you read this magazine and then you're in it!” 
And this past Monday she got a merchandising order from 
Jack's Mannequin, «he Maverick-signed side project of Some- 
thing Corporate’s Andrew McMahon. 

Despite her duct-taped ties to nationally known acts, 
Kustler-Klein still has a soft spot for some local rockers on the 
rise. Her latest band crush? The Boston-based emo foursome 
Boys Like Girls, whom she met at Allston’s International Com- 
munity Church (ICC). “My mom pulled me out of the front row 
at like eight o'clock — okay, it was, like, nine, but still. | was 
super mad.”

HOW WOULD THE PARTY’S THREE CORNER-OFFICE 
HOPEFULS RUN MASSACHUSETTS? 


here are two big things worth knowing about 
the battle for the Democratic governor’s nomi- 
nation. First off, the race doozy: according 
recent Boston Globe poll, former Coke execu- 
tive and Clinton-administration official Deval 
Patrick has the backing percent likely Democra- 
tic-primary voters, with venture capitalist/philanthro- 
pist Chris Gabrieli pulling percent and Massachu- 
setts attorney general Tom Reilly nabbing percent. 
The other point? Barely anyone cares. According 
Secretary State Bill Galvin, Massachusetts’s top elec- 
tion officer, less than percent eligible Democratic 


This apathy isn’t entirely unexpected: it’s the dog days 
summer, and the Democratic nominee will still have 
face lieutenant governor and Republican nominee 
Kerry Healey general election. Even so, 
since the primary less than three weeks away, now 
probably good time ponder exactly what sort 
governor Patrick, Gabrieli, and Reilly would actually 
be. The Phoenix recently asked various political observers 
for their thoughts, and came with number in- 
sights worth pondering, concerning everything from 
how each candidate would work with the Massachu- 
setts legislature the sort people they’d attract

PATRICK 
NATIONAL FIGURE OVERNIGHT’ 
Deval Patrick's candidacy is predicated on the 
notion that he’s qualitatively different from his 
rivals — and while there’s hubris in his catch- 
phrase, “No Ordinary Leader,” there’s also a 
measure of truth. Patrick’s charisma and elo- 
quence set him apart; throw the fact that 
would be the country’s sole African-American 
governor if elected, and it’s safe to assume a 
Patrick governorship would be an event of some 
magnitude. “If Patrick is elected,” one observer 
predicts, “he becomes a national figure overnight.” 
That’s fine, but how would he run Massachusetts? 
“| think Patrick would be the kind of manager who 
sets the broad parameters of what his administra- 
tion would set out to accomplish, and then dele- 
gates,” says one prominent Democrat. This kind 
leadership requires naming good people who 
are allowed to succeed — which is where Patrick’s 
potential celebrity politician could pay off: 
one political observer imagines a Patrick admin- 
istration filled with “people who are probably 
younger and less experienced, but very interested 
in government, who are seeing this new direc- 
tion the state and wanting part it.” 
Meanwhile, former Democratic National 
Committee chairman Steve Crossman — who's 
supporting Tom Reilly thinks Patrick would 
make point bringing underrepresented 
constituencies into his administration. “Deval 
Patrick’s ascent to the governorship would prob- 
ably the most significant force that could 
imagine the political empowerment com- 
munities that have taken root here but haven't 
had champion because they’re relatively new,” 
says. (One example cites: Massa- 
chusetts’s burgeoning Brazilian community, 
which still has low political think 
that when important debates and discussions 
were held, Deval would want around the table 
men and women who represented new commu- 
nities, new constituencies, new points of view.”

BETTER THAN SEEMS 

Since I've been quick to knock the attorney gen- 
eral for his assorted campaign missteps, any 
Reilly supporter read this far will brac- 
ing for a nasty slam. Here it comes: does Tom 
crappy campaign mean crappy 
governor? 

Not necessarily. “The guy has run statewide 
before and won twice,” says one Democrat who 
isn't overly sympathetic to Reilly. “I have a hard 
time believing that if he was elected, he wouldn't 
serve as well as he’s served as AC. And he’s been 
extremely effective, say, with the exception 
of the Big Dig. Look at the tobacco settlement — 
that was a huge win for us, and he was able to 
play role that. And honestly believe he’s 
been pretty good on consumer-advocacy stuff.” 

The Big Dig fairly major exception, obvi- 
ously, and Reilly’s lame performance on same- 
sex marriage deserves to be mentioned too. But 
Reilly supporter, proposes adding 
another item the AC’s list accomplish- 
ments: rescue Harvard Pilgrim.

HEY, MR. MANAGER 


There's a widespread perception that 
Chris Gabrieli would be the strongest 
manager of the three Democratic 
candidates for governor, but Gabrieli 
actually has less traditional manage- 
rial experience than his rivals. As at- 
torney general of Massachusetts, for 
example, Tom Reilly oversees an op- 
eration with 461 employees and a 
budget $37 million. And when 
Patrick headed the US Department of 
Justice's Civil Rights Division under 
President Bill Clinton, it had a 550- 
person staff and a $65 million budget. 
Gabrieli? As CEO of Gabrieli Medical 
Information Systems, he managed a 
staff of 20 to 30 people and an annual 
budget of $5 million, according to 
senior Gabrieli advisor joe Ganley; at 
Bessemer Venture Partners, Gabrieli 
and four colleagues led 10 to 15 em- 
ployees and controlled an annual 
budget of approximately $2 million. 
However, Ganely adds, “they man- 
aged put out $100 million year 
investments, and managed over a bil- 
lion dollars in [Chris's] time there.” 
“It’s just apples to oranges,” Ganley 
concludes. “Chris has been involved in 
start-up companies, and obviously 
these companies have fewer employ- 
ees — but many of them grew to be 
huge successes with thousands of 
employees.”

millions for little-known state rep, 
who just happens to be African-American?” 
In fact, you can make a similar argument 
about Reilly’s support in-state tuition for 
the children illegal immigrants, position 
that had Kerry Healey’s people salivating 
back when everyone assumed Reilly would 
be the Democratic nominee. Since Reilly 
needs the backing of moderate, working-class 
Democrats to become governor, this was a 
risky stance to take. But he did it anyway. 

In a best-case scenario, Governor Reilly 
would tend toward methodical problem- 
solving, opting every now and then fora 
courageous (and successful!) counterintu- 
itive move. For this to happen Reilly would 
need the support of a smoothly functioning 
inner circle, not a reconstituted version of 
the creaky apparatus guided his fitful 
(see “Ship Without Rudder,” 
News and Features, March 3). But here’s the 
thing: the close friends Reilly leaned 
during his campaign including former 
attorney Wayne Budd and ex-Suffolk DA 
Ralph Martin would likely make the 
heart of Reilly’s kitchen cabinet if he wins 
November. And those are the same guys 
who reportedly urged Reilly to pick St. Fleur 
over Gabrieli. 

One final point: more than Patrick 
Reilly will indebted legislative 
insiders like Travaglini and DiMasi (along 
with big-city mayors like Boston’s Tom Meni- 
no) if he wins in September and November. 
That being the case, would Reilly feel com- 
fortable taking them got elected? 
“Part his strength that he’s the insider 
out the three,” says the aforementioned 
Republican. “But gets into office, the 
legislature would just have their way with 
him.” Maybe not, but it’s real risk. 
BOTTOM LINE: Reilly could good governor 
acknowledges the limits loyalty. 
Thank Sal and Trav for helping your cause, 
and then kick them the teeth.

And 
while you're at it, hire some people who are 
good politics.

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NEVER STAR-STUDDED, MAYOR MENINO’S EXECUTIVE TEAM 


THE CITY BOSTON RUNNING EMPTY. THE JOBS POLICE 
COMMISSIONER AND SUPERINTENDENT SCHOOLS ARE BEING HELD 
TEMPORARY REPLACEMENTS. FIRE COMMISSIONER WAS NAMED JUST 


this Tuesday after a seven-month search. 
The city lacks permanent homeland- 
security chief, city planner, and transporta- 
tion director. The mayor's chief of staff has 
left to become a judge, and his press secre- 
tary has returned to his writing career. 

This not the first time Menino’s 
13-year tenure that job vacancies have 
stacked up: notoriously slow fill 
positions his administration. But the 
number and nature of the current open- 
ings staggering. the 16,500 
Bostonians working for the city govern- 
ment, more than 13,000 had an “acting” 
boss. addition the premiere posi- 
tions, mid-level vacancies clog almost 
every department, most notably the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority. Boards 
and commissions function with vacancies 
“holdovers” whose terms technically ex- 
pired months and even years ago. 


Some these vacancies cropped 
unexpectedly, such the sudden depar- 
ture last spring Police Commissioner 
Kathleen and the reported resigna- 
tion, expected become official next 
month, of homeland-security chief Carlo 
Boccia. But Chief Staff Merita Hopkins’s 
pursuit judgeship was secret 
Menino. The city-planner job has been 
vacant well over a year, and the city has 
been without an Empowerment Zone 
director for even longer. 

Whether any these posts close 
being filled impossible tell because 
Menino is shrouding his searches, for the 
most part, in secrecy. Paul Christian re- 
signed fire commissioner January, 
and his replacement’s name never sur- 
faced before Tuesday's announcement — 
Menino even denied rumors of an impend- 
ing hire as recently as Friday, during a 
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phone conversation with the Phoenix. 

The hiring of retired Navy commander 
Roderick Fraser is consistent with Menino’s 
promise shake things naming 
civilian commissioner for the first time, a 
city-commission recommendation that 
rebuffed when promoting Christian five 
years ago. Yet the secrecy Menino’s 
search left the department wondering 
whether the mayor had the stomach for 
such controversial change and now 
that has proven that does, yet anoth- 
important appointment remains: that 
fire chief, who will run the operation for 
Fraser. For that, Menino will almost cer- 
tainly hire from within. 

Similarly, the hush-hush police- 
commissioner search leaves department 
insiders and community activists specu- 
lating whether Menino will bring in an 
outsider promote from within, either 
which has ramifications for the highly 
factionalized force. 

But can expect more secrecy sur- 
round these searches, not less, thanks toa 
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search for a new school superintendent 
that turned into a fiasco. With more than 
a year’s notice, Menino hoped to make a 
new hire before Thomas June re- 
tirement. But then, four of the five final- 
ists retracted their names after the list was 
leaked on June 27. A frustrated Menino had 
back square one just his to- 
list appointments was growing: 
judicial appointment came April 
27; O’ Toole announced her plans to leave for 
Ireland May 7; and press secretary Seth Gitell 
announced his resignation mid-June. 

One way to interpret the mounting 
vacancies Menino’s view, voiced 
telephone interview with the Phoenix 
that the mayor taking time select the 
very best leaders with care; that have 
mayor who, rather than plugging holes, 
still wants accomplish much, looking 
the future, and engaged and serious. 
always looking for the best person 
can find,” Menino says. “We have lot 
applications for these jobs.” 

The other view, espoused many 
and around City Hall, that whether 
Menino knows it or not, his 13-year-old 
administration has run out steam. The 
old-timers have grabbed their pensions 
and gone home, and the young talent 
doesn’t want work for him. “With all 
due respect to the cast that’s in there 
now, it’s the double-A team,” says City 
Hall insider. 

Menino entered his fourth term aware 
that many expected his administration 
grow listless, and made point 
promising vigor and initiative. All 
which makes the lingering-vacancy situa- 
tion look that much worse. “To counter 
that perception, would have thought that 
there would be more movement in both 
filling these positions and announcing 
new initiatives,” says Samuel Tyler, presi- 
dent the Municipal Budget Research Bu- 
reau (MBRB). “We haven't really seen 
much that.” 

Perhaps, six months from now, 
looking revitalized administration 
with new, impressive roster depart- 
ment heads. On the other hand, we could 
see even more vacancies if, seems likely, 
Democrat becomes governor for the first 
time Menino’s tenure. The huge number 
enticing job openings state agencies 
could make even harder for Menino at- 
tract and keep people city government. 


SPIRALING TOWARD ONE 

With cabinet full acting heads, Menino 
is free to indulge his worst tendencies, 
particularly his inclination get involved 
with every decision made in his govern- 
ment. “The micromanagement city gov- 
ernment is at the highest I've ever seen it,” 
says one veteran City Hall observer. Others 
and around City Hall agree. Every devel- 
opment decision must get his personal 
okay, says one. City councilors call him di- 
rectly with city-service requests, says an- 
other. “That’s kind odd, that 
calling the CEO of, essentially, a $2 billion 
corporation,” he says. 

Others make the same point: Menino 
wants the stature (and pay) corporate 
CEO, but he wants to run the place like a 
small family business. He boasts that he is 
constantly out in the neighborhoods, 
learning what people want and need, gen- 
erating ideas. But that’s supposed hap- 
pen several rungs below him the orga- 
nizational chart. Rather than let good 
ideas percolate up, and then put the power 
his office behind the best ones, Menino 
tends, for example, launch high- 
profile gun-buyback program that nobody 
the police department wanted.

Menino’s meddling undercut their author- 
ity, and likely reason he’s having 
hard time finding replacements, some say. 
think that his reputation big reason 
finds hard fill these positions,” 
Says veteran political player, referring 
both Menino’s micromanagement and 
his notorious temper. 

The resulting leadership vacuum only 
encourages his meddling. It’s cycle 
that has led virtual one-man-band 
administration. 

Perhaps that’s why takes longer and 
longer get things done, why the ad- 
ministration stood while companies like 
Teradyne and Fidelity took jobs elsewhere, 
say some who represent businesses. 

“Businesspeople shake their heads and 
say ‘what’s this guy doing?’” says one 
long-time City Hall observer with ties 
the local business community.

Menino points two recent hires 
evidence that he’s pumping fresh blood 
into his administration. head the 
new department public works and 
transportation, brought Dennis 
Royer from Denver, Colorado. And the 
new chief information officer (CIO), 

Bill Oates, comes from the private sector, 
where held the same position 
Starwood Hotels and Resorts. With this 
week’s fire-commissioner appointment, 
the mayor can now add a third: 42-year- 
old Fraser, who just retired from the Navy 
after a 20-year career that included fire- 
fighting training and culminated com- 
mand the USS Underwood. 

But other appointments have involved 
more recycling. The city-council-liaison 
vacancy went to Molly Dunford, previous- 
Menino’s Office Neighborhood 
Services and daughter Boston Police 
Department superintendent (and possible 
next commissioner) Robert Dunford. Julie 
Burns, Menino’s former deputy chief 
staff and top Democratic National Conven- 
tion planner for the city, landed the top 
job at the Office of Arts, Tourism, and 
Special Events. 

Then there’s the plague “holdover” 
appointments the city’s boards and 
commissions. Boston’s charter allows 
these appointees stay beyond their term 
expirations indefinitely, until their succes- 


effectively, at-will board members who re- 
tain their positions until they displease 
the mayor. The Boston Landmarks Com- 
mission, and even more so the eight 
historic-district commissions, are filled 
with such holdovers, says Pauline Chase- 
Harrell, former Landmarks Commission 
chair. “It’s depressing,” she says. “It sends 
message the commission general 
that they aren’t very important.” 

The Boston Cultural Council well 
short its full complement. The Boston 
Public Library Trustees contains holdovers. 
does the public-health commission, the 
employment commission, and others 
throughout the city government. Far from 
fresh and vibrant, many these groups 
are growing stale. 

And the sheer length the 
tenure has created bottleneck within city 
government, many say.

are stuck place, City Council and else 
where; they turn are keeping others from 
advancing into their seats. Anyone with en- 
ergy and ambition looks for outside oppor- 
tunities (former city councilor Paul Scapic- 
chio, for example, left public life to practice 
law with the firm Mintz Levin), and the 
only people willing come City Hall are, 
the words one veteran observer, “really 
young people, or older, retired judges.” 

“People all over city governinent are 
sitting place, wanting move up, and 
not doing anything while they are there,” 
says another. 


STALE IDEAS 

None this would matter all that much 
wasn’t such important time for the 
city. Violent crime 10-year high. 
The population is shrinking. Jobs are van- 
ishing. The gap between wealthy and poor 
widening. The public-school dropout 
rate soaring. Long-stagnant agencies 
notably the fire department — desperately 
need reform. 

Menino insists that the vacancies pres- 
ent no obstacle. “We’re not missing a 
beat,” says Menino. “We've got lot 
fresh ideas.” Menino cites recent initia- 
tives on WiFi, racial disparities, and 
drugs, and says that he has “three or four 
ideas” to launch after Labor Day. “The 
things doing don’t get the publicity 
they used to get,” he says. 

But these are hardly the big plans peo- 
ple expected from post-election 
rhetoric and the eight cross-department 
task forces launched. “The expectations 
were that we would see some big innova- 
tions” when Menino addressed the MBRB 
earlier this year, bureau-president Tyler 
says. “There was the idea for the big down- 
town tower, but that was about it.” The 
budget process was similarly short 
change, says. 

Nobody doubts Menino’s dedication to 
and energy for the job which they con- 
trast with the later years of the White and 
Flynn administrations. But he can’t bea 
one-man show, many say, and before 
Menino can hope revitalize his adminis- 
tration, he has to get his own house in or- 
der.

VENNOCHI E-NAILS REILLY 

Boston Globe columnist Joan Vennochi is 
reading more other people’s e-mails 
than the Bush administration. But she, 
unlike the Eavesdropper Chief, deserves 
applause for it. 

August Vennochi outed the Reilly 
camp’s e-mails organizing clandestine 
support for the “Stop Killer Coke” cam- 
paign targeting Coca-Cola’s alleged corpo- 
rate failings in the areas of labor rights 
and human rights and extension De- 
val Patrick’s failings as Coke’s general 
counsel from 2001 2004. 

Vennochi wrote, “top Reilly campaign 
operatives discussed, via e-mail, how to 
out shadow plans for our friend 
Killer Coke’” — that is, one-man-bandwagon 
and labor activist Ray Rogers. Questioned 
Vennochi, top Reilly campaign opera- 
tive rather unconvincingly denied they 
were spooning with Rogers. 

Then, last Thursday, Vennochi took on 
Reilly’s claim that picked 
Gabrieli as his running mate in January 
partly because the venture capitalist re- 
fused release his tax returns. Once again 
she went to the e-mails, this time helpfully 
provided the Gabrieli campaign.

Taking flight 


Black Helicopter reach higher plane rock

t's a Thursday night at the Abbey 
Lounge and the Konks are on stage, 
kicking out the jams old-school 
garage-punk style. Nobody's really 
dancing, but the mood is raucous and 
there’s upbeat energy the room. 
This is music you drink beer to. And once 
you've had enough beer, well, maybe you 
dance. So the Konks do their thing, break 
down their gear, towel off, and hit the 
bar. Meanwhile, a very different kind 
band take the stage. Tall Tim Shea, 
with his angular features, distorted gui- 
tar, and deep, brooding eyes, stands to 
one side. His foil across the stage, Jeff 
Iwanicki, keeps a firm hold on his gui- 
tar, as if it were threatening to unleash 
something dangerous. And big, bearded 
bassist Zach Lazar plants his feet some- 
where in between so as not to block any- 
one’s view of the guy behind the drums, 
Matt Nicholas.

But once Black Helicopter hit their 
stride, they're darker, heavier, more se- 
vere than the Konks.

That 
it's been eight years since Thurston Moore 
and Kim Gordon left New York for 
Northampton to raise a family hasn't 
changed that any more than Peter Buck's 
presence in Seattle for the past decade has.

Ecstatic Peace has also cultivated a more 
accessible side over the years, with releases 
like the debut album by the New York indie- 
pop trio Guv'ner. “It was never apparent ex- 
actly what the zsthetic of the label was.

Or, using modest Universal promotional 
budgets, he can put albums like the Montre- 
al-based Tam's Tam and Black Helicopter's 
Invisible Jet through Universal indie distribu- 
tor Fontana. And in the rare case — the 
buzzed-about Nashville-based Be Your Own 
Pet, for example can bring band 
straight to Universal.

Irma Thomas comes Tanglewood

It’s little more than year since 

Hurricane Katrina devastated New 
Orleans, and Irma Thomas's life, like 
those most residents the city, has 
yet to return to normal. But she’s more 
fortunate than many. Thanks her 
standing as the Crescent City’s queen of 
soul, Thomas and her husband, Emile 
Jackson, were able purchase second 
home in Gonzalez, Louisiana, about 55 
miles away from their flooded abode. 

When not the road, I’m driv- 
ing in every day trying to get all the con- 
tractors finish rebuilding our house. 
My band and I were in Austin when the 
storm hit. The water subsided three 
weeks later, and Emile and I couldn't get 
back look our home for going 
two months. When we got back, the 
house still had water inside. Mold began 
form. lost everything had. Now 
it’s taking long time rebuilding homes 
in New Orleans. Some builders are tak- 
ing advantage of the situation, but 
also shortage skilled workers 
because many people been 
able to come back to the city.” 

But one thin silver lining in Katrina’s 
wake has been the international attention 
the storm focused on the city’s musi- 
cians. Thomas has spent more time tour- 
ing since Katrina than bird-dogging con- 
tractors. And on Saturday she'll be in 
Western Massachusetts part the 
line-up this year’s Tanglewood Jazz Fes- 
tival, which runs Friday through Sunday. 

Another highlight the Saturday bill 
will first-time union Thomas with 
hoodoo piano player Dr. John and jazz 
trumpet giant Wynton Marsalis.

new chapter long career, 
which stretches back 1961 and includes 
dozens of songs by some of the greatest 
writers in soul and R&B: Allen Toussaint, 
Dan Penn, Jerry Ragovoy. Ragovoy wrote 
her best-known hit, “Time Side,” 
which was covered the Rolling Stones. 

For Thomas, the work has been a bless- 
ing. think being busy has helped dis- 
tract from some strong inner feelings 
getting over it. You can’t bring any- 
thing back that’s gone,so 
have get through it. work and 
dream major part getting through. 

“The government could have done lot 
better the people New Orleans, but 
the point rehashing what they 
didn’t do? have been participant 
fundraisers for organizations that over- 
seas and help people, whereas the 
city New Orleans and country wast- 
time trying figure out who was 
charge. Get help first, then worry about 
dying and suffering unnecessarily.” 

The Bush administration’s neglect 
New Orleans was also disrespectful the 
country’s heritage, Thomas contends. 
“The New England states may have been 
formulated prior the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, but New Orleans was a major city my 
back then and played important part 
the United States’ becoming what 
today.”

Never transcending its creator’s 
intellectual neatness, his love of surface 
complexity, and his fondness for wrapping 
things and putting shiny bow 
them, Mujeres slick entertainment, well 
crafted and intelligent. provides the 
kind of muted eroticism, wit, and sus- 
pense that used the common curren- 
popular European cinema and that, 
judge from continuing 
success, appears unlikely disappear al- 
together from movie screens.

Larry David, former head 

writer for Seinfeld, opened 
portal for cable: being not the 
handsomest guy, being so old 
he was even around before 
yet slipping out from be- 
hind the camera and starring 
his own TV show. Post-Curb Your 
Enthusiasm, here comes Laura 
Kightlinger, writer/producer 
on Will @ Grace and sometime 
performer there as Nurse 
Sheila. She’s 36 and shows it, 
with looks that bulimic show 
biz fears and abhors: the okay 
face and lightly exercised body 
of a regular human being. Fur- 
ther, she’s a large-boned 
woman. Do we dare venture to 
think size 10? 

As the writer/creator and 
charming eponymous lead 
The Minor Accomplishments of Jackie 
Woodman, an eccentric, highly 
watchable, eight-part LA-set ca- 
ble comedy series, Kightlinger 
seems more obsessed with get- 
ting the tone right her odd 
little show than with toning 
her arms and abs. And that’s admirable, 
making for fun late-evening the 
tube, Fridays and Sundays 
the International Film Channel through 
September 22. 

Jackie Woodman is the most foolish, 
stubborn, misguided, out-of-it person 
all Hollywood. She’s trying-to-be 
screenwriter who sticks her revolvers 
toiling with per- 
sonal script. Who would 
buy such outré thing? 
Where are the digital ef- 
fects? Nobody tells Jackie 
quit, but her story has 
everything wrong to- 
day’s studio wants. It’s 
autobiographical, whim- 
sical, short action and long char- 
acter. It’s a period piece and, worse, it’s 
sort of feminist. Jackie’s project is the 
retelling the travails aunt the 
1930S, non-teener, who wanted 
Roller Derby star but whose sexist hus- 
band got the way. Does that sound 
like Gwyneth or Nicole? Whatever, 
dramatizing this story what keeps 
Jackie her laptop. But nobody’s asking 
for her screenplay, and she has no 
agent, and she’s got confidence issues, 
and she’s easily distracted, and she’s got 
an annoying day job as a reporter fora 
gossip rag film mag. The script sits 
there shapeless, like an unmade bed. 
“It’s not my flesh and blood,” she ad- 
mits. “It’s my saliva, all I do is talk 
about it.” 

In a modest, clumsy way, Jackie is the

Still, 
the stuff Jackie Woodman fresh and fun- 
ny, like the cellphone-bound African- 
American executive who 
seems years old and coos 
ingenuously, screenplay 
written woman? 
Wow!” the guy suit 
who “loves” Jackie’s screen- 
play (well, the idea for her 
screenplay) but then an- 
nounces, without blinking 
eye, got make younger, hip- 
per.

Jackie’s cocaine- 
challenged editor even heard 
Kellerman. Aging actresses? The 
only concern about Goldie Hawn is 
whether her face caving from plastic 
surgery.

e’re only a few hands in 

and already I've gotten 

Al Swearengen mad.

Just another game of cards in 
Deadwood. 

It’s not really the end for me. play- 
ing Dead Man's Hand, an on-line game based 
on the HBO series Deadwood (www.dead- 
manshandhbo.com). longer satisfied 
merely provide episode guides and star 
bios on their Web sites, networks are in- 
creasingly offering enhanced multimedia 
content. Dead Man's Hand is one of the most 
polished Web games available. requires 
you download small applet order 
play, but the reward faithfully rendered 
3-D versions of Al Swearengen, Seth Bul- 
lock, and other Deadwood characters talking 
smack and trying to shark you. 

Dead Man's Hand is more than a simple 
Texas Hold 'Em simulator. The narrative, 
such as it is, has you trying to bilk 
Swearengen out his riches and then get 
out of town alive. Sometimes you fail 
without even knowing why. Sometimes 
the reason for your loss is a little more ob- 
vious, such as when you pull out your own 
six-shooter and start spraying the place 
with lead. If you're lucky, you live to play 
another day and can put your initials 


the Web site’s leaderboard. The game’s 
biggest drawback is its unfaithfulness to 
the salty language the series. What good 
even call you a cocksucker? 

Deadwood isn’t the only HBO program 
with on-line game. You can answer trivia 
questions about The Wire (www. hbo.com/ 
thewire/games) or play a golf game based 
on Entourage (www. hbo.cam/entourage/ 
games/index.html). Rooftop golf should 
be familiar to fans of the show: the object 
destroy much bourgeois property 
possible. It’s cute idea, but the game me- 
chanics are curious. You don’t get to aim 
your shot; instead you watch a vacillating 
arrow and click when it’s pointing where 
you want the ball go. Not that one 
would expect a Links-style golf sim here, 
but without more compelling play me- 
chanic it’s not worth listening Turtle 
exclaim “Whaddup, playa!” over and over. 

Often you'll see similar games repur- 
posed for different shows. The Office Basket- 
ball (www.nbc.com/The_Office/justfor- 
fun/basketball.shtml) almost identical 
Entourage’s rooftop golf, the key distinc- 
tion being that whereas Entourage at least 
offers lively visuals, The Office simply has 
you tossing crumpled-up paper brown 
trash bin. Much like the program itself, 
The Office Basketball encapsulates the drudg- 
ery of the workday. Unlike the show, the 
game fails make entertaining. 

A few games dare to break the mold. 
American Dad vs. Family Guy Kung-Fu

turms out surprisingly playable. It’s 
packed with little details from the two 
programs, such the characters’ 
being represented by the color-coded terror- 
alert levels.

inderella has been making her way 
around New England stages, and 
whether she had fairy gold dust 
her eyes depended where you 
caught with her. The North 
Shore Music Theatre presents old-fash- 
ioned Rodgers Cinderella 
(through September 10) which one up- 
stages R&H, not even the balletic ballroom 
choreography or the pumpkin coach that 
looks like vegetable version one those 
lit-up lawn reindeer. Ogunquit Playhouse 
played host to a Rodgers @ Hammerstein's Cin- 
derella (closed) in which attitude chest-butted 
platitude and the stepsisters chest-butted 
each other. Doubtless they took their cue 
from the script, which was based the 
1997 Brandy/Whitney Houston TV movie 
rather than on the swoonier 1957 and 1965 
editions that starred Julie Andrews and 
Lesley Ann Warren respectively, as well as 
from their mom, Cinderella’s heartless 
stepmother, who was portrayed that 
Fagan of the Gold Dust Orphans, Boston fa- 
vorite Ryan Landry. Mugging and flouncing 
Day-Glo drag, uttered most unchar- 
acteristic mantra: “Restraint above all else.” 
But was Landry who wrapped his 
wide mouth around the words, the maxim 
was paid more than puffed-lip service 
Beverly, where Cinderella formal 
romantic affair. 

Of course, NSMT would hope for a cooler 
trip into the fairy tale than took last year, 
when fire that broke out after hours Cin- 
derella’s opening night shut the venue down 
for three months and halted the production. 
This re-up gives all the little girls who 
dreamed attending the show fairy- 
princess garb (somehow they never choose 
Cinderella’s scullery duds) another opportu- 
nity, and they’re grabbing it. My favorite lit- 
tle patron was about four years old and wore 
gauzy pink organza with flip-flops. They 
even glass flip-flops. 

But the show stage, which director 
Charles Repole milks for its music, opti- 
mism, and emotional truth more than for 
its humor and magic. Even Maureen Bren- 
pep-talking fairy godmother more 
sensible than supernatural — though the 
diminutive adviser does pull trick two 
when one’s looking. “This not campy 
production,” Repole writes his program 
note, and ain’t that the truth? This director 
cast Landry rat waiting for 
his chance to become a footman, much 
less mean six-foot woman with red 
hairdo somewhere between Lucy Ricardo’s 
and dead cat. 

The result, alas, is pretty but a little in- 
sipid. There Karen Azenberg’s choreogra- 
phy, redolent with lifts and dips, and there 
are Joanna Murphy’s lovely, color-coordi-

nated costumes for prince, princess, and en- 
semble. Rodgers and Hammerstein supply 
songs soaringly melodic (“Do I Love You Be- 
cause You're Beautiful?”), snappy (“The 
Prince Is Giving a Ball”), or infectiously in- 
spirational (“It’s Possible”). And they are 
nicely sung Deborah Lew’s dewy Cin- 
derella, Ryan Silverman’s Ken doll 
Prince Christopher, and mischie- 
vous, no-nonsense Fairy Godmother. (Terry 
Burrell’s Queen Constantina, on the other 
hand, is a bit wobbly.) But there is such a 
lid this production that even Lisa McMil- 
big-haired Marian Seldes Step- 
mother and her two daughters, Joyce 
Chittick’s addled little Joy and Natalie Joy 
Johnson’s speech-impedimented Portia, 
seem constrained though the latter 

two fume capably through the surefire 
“Stepsisters’ Lament.” 

Compared with the Cinderella afloat 
NSMT, the Ogunquit effort, helmed 
Gabriel Barre, was inventive hoot, field- 
ing not just Landry, with his open- 
mouthed, deeply barked, broad-bat parental 
outrageousness (the kids in the audience ate 
him up), but also menagerie bunraku 
animals, one manipulated puppeteer 
skates, keep Cinderella company when 
the stepfamily from Hell retired and she 
took her place “In Own Little Corner.” 
Tony winner Leslie Uggams was a com- 
manding Fairy though one 
with attitude. Asked Cinderella accom- 
pany her the ball, she rolled her eyes and 


announced been many dos she 
“couldn’t another do. And the special 
effects, including levitating pumpkin 
that exploded into a coach, were boggling. 
Crucial, though, was the way, in the middle 
of the camp and cartoon frolic, Jessica 
Rush and Paolo Montalban (also the Prince 
the Brandy film), both accomplished, 
unaffected singers, carved out breathless 
fairy-tale romance.

There she busies herself guz- 
zling gin, taping her memoirs, talking back 
to her husband’s Washington trial on TV, 
and dialing her princess (usually late at 
night, when well lubricated) open her big 
mouth and unleash the “voice in the wilder- 
ness” that made venerable White House cor- 
respondent Helen Thomas and newscaster 
Eric Sevareid her partisans, despite the 
Nixon administration’s efforts to discredit 
her drunk and crazy. Martha tells it, 
was she, a diehard Arkansas Republican, 
who “thought Nixon hung the moon” and 
(purred as if it were a seduction) persuaded 
her Democratic husband to “join me in the 
party Lincoln.” hear Rothe’s Martha 
tell it, she and John had quite the lusty 
sexual connection until the Watergate 
cover-up took over and forsook her for 
Tricky Dicky, man the fun-loving Martha 
then pronounces “as exciting fish-stick 
dinner” and “more paranoid than Bambi 
the forest fire.” 

the S&C production directed 
Daniela Varon, Martha Mitchell Calling gets 
a little muddled at its climax, when our 
heroine recounts her mistreatment the 
hands the FBI while her husband clam- 
ored get the cover-up rolling. But backed 
barrage slides, it’s informative, en- 
tertaining, and pertinent. And Miller, 
tough, effusive, and sexy, flouncing in 
pink peignoir and crown curls, tri- 
umphs the role. She makes you wish 
you’d been on the other end of the wire 
when Martha was picking the phone 
and bringing down the administration. But 
she also makes you feel the character’s 
heartbreak when her bejowled hanky- 
panky partner betrays her for Nixon.

He is missed. And he is mourned. Al- 
though playwright August Wilson, who 

passed away last October, will no longer be 
in his customary spot in the Huntington 
Theatre Company rehearsal hall, his pres- 
ence pervades the preparation of Radio Golf. 
This final installment in his 10-play cycle 
chronicling the lives of African Americans in 
the 20th century premiered at Yale last May, 
has had several subsequent productions, and 
now becomes the first Wilson work to go up 
the Huntington without him. Set 1997, 
Radio Golf focuses on the upwardly mobile 
black middle class, a segment of the popula- 
tion Wilson had not previously put on stage. 

Principal characters are mayoral candi- 
date Harmond Wilks, his publicist wife, 
Mame, and his golf-mad banker friend 
Roosevelt Hicks. Wilks and Hicks are 
scheming to renovate the Hill District in 
downtown Pittsburgh, an effort that re- 
quires the demolition the house 1839

the Bible. You have Genesis and you have 
Revelation. And this is our revelation.” 

Wilson here remains a canny analyst of 
human behavior. His aspiring developers ap- 
pear to offer progress and a sensible party 
line. “You got have rule law,” says 
Wilks. “Otherwise it would be chaos. Nobody 
wants to live in chaos.” But the playwright's 
1839 Wylie partisans have a valid case as 
well.

Piero della Francesca, Italy’s international artist mystery

+ é his country god, who rises 
in the grey light while hu- 

man beings are still asleep, 

has been worshipped ever 

since man first knew that 
seed is not dead in the winter earth, but 
will force its way upwards through an iron 
crust.

That’s Kenneth Clark writing, in 1951, 
about Piero della Francesca’s The Resurrection 
of Christ, the fresco that Aldous Huxley 
called, only half in jest, “the best painting 
in the world.” The best painting in the 
world resides not in the Louvre or the Uffizi 
or the Met or London's National Gallery but 
in the civic museum of Sansepolcro, the 
small Tuscan town on the Umbrian border 
where Piero was born. Arezzo and Monter- 
chi and Urbino boast Piero masterpieces; 
New York and London and Paris have hardly 
any. Yet casts been called giant 
shadow.” Stendhal rediscovered him in the 
19th century; Seurat resurrected his immo- 
bile, precisely calibrated forms in Sunday Af- 
ternoon on the Isle of La Grande Jatte; Cézanne 
found in him the first Cubist. De Chirico, 
Morandi, Guston, and Hockney would 
hardly be possible without him. D’Annun- 
zio salutes his “deep garden” ; for Camus 
he’s the first Existentialist, whereas he has 
Pasolini waxing homoerotic and Marxist.

His father and his 
brothers belonged to the Compagnia di San- 
ta Maria della Misericordia, a charitable 
brotherhood who fed and clothed the poor 
and also practised public flagellation (it did-

they know that don’t?” the question 
they keep prompting. One thing they seem 
know that reality digital, not analog, 
the binary union flesh and spirit held 
perfect balance. That’s why Huxley writes 
of the battle scenes at Arezzo, “It is as 
though Bach had written the 1812 Overture.” 

Piero’s figures would also know what 
often don’t: what he, opposed his 
workshop another artist, painted, and 
when, and what the subject is. Of the Nativ- 
ity that’s the National Gallery Clark 
writes, “One eminent historian of Italian 
art has published twice (in the same 
book) as both the earliest and latest of 
Piero’s works, whereas another has denied 
that him all.” Some think the An- 
nunciation The History the True Cross really 
the Announcement of the Death of the Vir- 
gin, or even the Announcement of the 
Death of Helena (Constantine’s mother, 
who another panel discovers the Cross). 
In the first panel, The Death of Adam, the sec- 
ond figure from the left has been identified 
both beautiful young man and beauti- 
ful young woman; one theory has it that 
she’s Alcestis standing next Hercules and 
prefiguring the Resurrection.

In Saint Jerome Penitent they take center stage, 
crowding the anchorite the side. The 
Baptism Christ walnut tree stands ramrod- 
straight next to Jesus, the Cross as his in- 
eluctable companion, its leafy crown over- 
spreading not just his head but also the 
dove the Holy Spirit, were God the 
Father. The Death Adam towering tree 
fills the lunette, the Tree of Life and the 
Tree Knowledge and the Tree Mercy 
and the Tree of the Cross all in one, and 
Piero draws your eye straight down She- 
ba’s discovery the wood the Cross 
bridge and then Constantine’s holding 
the Cross to defeat Maxentius at the Milvian 
Bridge. The Cross where two trees meet; 
Piero everything meets. The God the 
Annunciation has the exact same face the 
blasphemer Chosroes, who the Battle 
Heraclius and Chosroes panel about exe- 
cuted for refusing acknowledge God. 
There’s meeting minds The Flagel- 
lation Christ, about which the only thing 
know for certain that Piero painted it. (He 
says so on the base of the throne.) In the left 
half the panel Christ-like figure stand- 
ing against a column surmounted by a gold- 
en statue of a classical hero (Hercules again?) 
flogged before two spectators, one seated 
throne; the scene recedes deep per- 
spective, as if it were ancient history or a 
dream. the right, the foreground, 


three contemporary figures, two men and 
golden-haired barefoot youth, converse, un- 
mindful the suffering behind them. John 
Pope-Hennessy proposed that it’s not The Fla- 
gellation of Christ at all but The Dream of Jerome; 
the evidence prior Flagellations Pietro 
Lorenzetti and Segna (Segna’s 
Sansepolcro Cathedral, where Piero must 
have seen it) and a subsequent one by Luca 
Signorelli (complete with identical statue) 
says he’s wrong. Are the men two fathers re- 
ceiving consolation the apparition 
the youth, his head crowned by a distant 
laurel tree for the sons just lost? 
Are they lamenting the fall Constantino- 
ple in 1453? The size of the painting — too big 
for a predella, too small for an altarpiece — 
suggests that it was a private work and that 
its meaning was no mystery to the persons 
for whom was But posterity it’s 
unsettling Pieter Bruegel’s The Fall 
Icarus. What did Piero, a likely flagellant, 
mean by this scene of flagellation ignored? 
What did expect make it? 

And what of the Christ of The Resurrection, 
who stares at us with shell-shocked eyes, as 
this were the “Report the Dead Christ from 
the Beyond That There Is No God” from Jean 
Paul’s Siebenkas? Andrea del Castagno’s 1447 
Resurrection, a work Piero likely saw, trum- 
pets a numinous, untroubled Christ stand- 
ing on the tomb and proclaiming a victory 
that was never in doubt. Piero’s Christ, as 
impassively muscular his Hercules, wear- 
ing his primrose-pink shroud makeshift 
toga and hoisting one foot atop the tomb, 
tells that being born again more 
painful and involuntary than expected. 
The perspective half flesh, half spirit: 
see the tomb from undemeath, soldier’s- 
eye view, but Christ straight on, as if we'd 
been reborn with him. Behind him stretch- 
the landscape the Upper Tiber, its trees 
not converging the distance but receding 
into the edges the picture, leaving him 
the only focal point. They’re slim and leafy 
his Jeft, stout and barren his right. 
stout and barren the way the Resurrection? 

Nothing could more enigmatic than 
the end Piero’s career: seems have 
stopped painting. Vasari writes that 
went blind, but five years before his death 
was able draft his own will. Consen- 
sus identifies his last work the London 
Nativity. doesn’t look finished, though the 
conservators the National Gallery assert 
that was. What seems un-Piero-like the 
Flemish delicacy with which he’s depicted 
Mary. His women, even more spherical and 
cylindrica! and ovoid than his men, all have 
the same stern maternal quarter-smile (the 
Mona Lisa would be a half-), as if he had 
used the same model his mother? The St. 
Mary Magdalene hilltop cathedral 
less exalted than the Virgin the An- 
nunciation down San Francesco. The 
Madonna del parto, framed the Ark the 
Covenant, puts a hand to the opening in her 
dress, eternally on the verge of disclosing 
what’s undisclosable. Sheba’s attendants in 
The Meeting of Solomon and the Queen of Sheba talk 
among themselves; what they have to say is 
also undisclosed, though the frequency 
with which they’re reproduced Piero 
book jackets suggests all desperate 
know. We won't: as Camus, writing of The 
Resurrection in Noces, reminds us, “The wise 
one, like the idiot, expresses little.” ©

American ballet music Monadnock; young Venezuelan conductor Tanglewood

ames Bolle’s final concert of Monadnock 
lusic’s summer season began with a 
work that had had its premiere in 
Keene, New Hampshire, 70 years and 
three days earlier. No surprise there, 
but the work, Pocahontas, is by Elliott 
Carter! This was a ballet score he’d com- 
posed for Ballet Caravan, touring compa- 
ny devoted to American themes and Amer- 
ican composers that was sponsored by the 
WPA and formed by the wealthy ballet 
aficionado Lincoln Kirstein, Carter’s class- 
mate at Harvard and a George Balanchine 
fan who would soon be the prime mover 
for New York City Ballet and the School of 
American Ballet. Carter was Ballet Cara- 
van’s first music director, and Kirstein 
himself worked out the Pocahontas sce- 
nario; Lew Christensen was the choreogra- 
pher. Keene’s Colonial Theatre, August 
17, 1936, there was only a piano accompa- 
niment. The New York premiere, three 
years later, was a much revised version for 
full orchestra. It’s from that version that 
Carter drew the suite Bolle conducted. 

It’s very grand piece: expansive, color- 
ful, atmospheric, mysterious. We hear 
John Smith and John Rolfe getting lost 
the Virginia forest; we hear the rituals of 
“Princess Pocahontas and Her Ladies,” ina 
slow unfolding bird calls and forest 
noises that hints Carter’s later slow 
movements. The music sounds mostly like 
1930s Americana, but Pocahontas goes to 
England, so there’s also a stately neo-clas- 
sical Pavane and some pungent Stravinsky- 
like Both the opening and 
closing are startlingly grim. Bolle led the 
Monadnock Music Festival Orchestra in a 
performance both more powerful and more 
alluring than the one on the 1982 Ameri- 
can Composers Orchestra recording. 

This long program, “The Birth ‘All 
American’ Ballet and Authentic Voice 
for American Composers,” originally in- 
cluded three other rare Ballet Caravan 
works, but Bolle decided to cut the most 
familiar one, Aaron Billy the Kid. 
Filling Station (1938), “a ballet document in 
one act” about late-night goings ata 
gas station (drunken revelers, a hold-up), 
with a score by Virgil Thomson, sets and 
costumes homoerotic artist Paul Cad- 
mus, and choreography again Chris- 
tensen, was a direct assault on Eurocentric 
ballet — “America’s answer to Swan Lake,” 
the Monadnock program note had it. 
begins with drum roll, virtually dead 
march. But Bolle decided not play every 
fragment the suite, and the chosen ex- 
cerpts sounded shapeless and didn’t call 
mind the comical incidents was ex- 
pecting. thought heard hornpipe.) 
was hard estimate the true quality 
Thomson's score. 


The final Ballet Caravan item was Paul 
Bowles’s extended suite from his 1937 Yan- 
kee Clipper (choreography Eugene Lor- 
ing), which depicts sailor’s nostalgic 
exotic ports. Bolle announced that the 
score hadn’t been performed since 1939 and 
that might see why. It’s long, charm- 
ing work that deserves occasional resurrec- 
tion. Bolle and the orchestra were back 
form. 

There was also major American piece 
that was not ballet score: Roger Ses- 
sions’s 1935 Violin Concerto. The soloist 
was former Monadnock concertmaster Ole 
Bohn, now concertmaster the Royal 
Norwegian Opera. Bohn and Bolle entered 
with friendly high five, but not all that 
followed went smoothly. magnificent 
musician who plays sumptuous 1766 
Bohn excels ferociously de- 
manding music he’s the dedicatee 
Carter’s Violin Concerto, which pre- 
miered with the San Francisco Symphony. 
Sessions’s concerto opens with trombone 
solo (the orchestra includes strings but 
violins) and high-lying passage great 
lyricism for the violinist. Throughout, the 
soloist has numerous piquant duets with 
various woodwinds. playful staccato 
Scherzo gets interrupted brooding 
slow section, then there’s slow Romanza

before the perpetual-motion finale (Molto 
vivace e sempre con fuoco), with hints of 
jazz and a polka. It’s one of Sessions’s most 
moving and appealing works, and Bohn 
was an ideal soloist. 

But few minutes into the fiery finale, 
Bohn stopped the performance, mimed 
tempo, and the movement started over 
again. bit later, interrupted again. 
“Either was polyrhythms they just 
together all,” someone com- 
mented on the way out. The concerto was 
being recorded, these interruptions 
were probably necessary. was told after- 
ward that the finale had gone well the 
dress rehearsal, and that may what 
hear the eventual recording. 
was certainly not satisfying conclusion 
for the Monadnock audience, though 
was good get fresh glimpse this sel- 
dom-played masterpiece. 


Just two days before the end the 
Tanglewood season, there was 
smashing BSO debut. Gustavo Dudamel 

the dynamic, curly-topped 25-year-old 
Venezuelan conductor who grew that 
country’s state-supported music-education 
program, which not only saving lives 
but producing superb musicians. (The 
youngest member the Berlin Philhar- 
monic 19-year-old bass player from the

Dudamel led off with the Overture to 
Bernstein's Candide, a whirlwind of breath- 
taking sweep, speed, and intricately point- 
ed musical detail, full of quicksilver shifts 
in pace and tone. In the part of the over- 
ture that quotes Candide’s ironic love duet 
with Cunegonde, “Oh Happy We,” you 
could actually hear two overlapping voices. 

the podium, Dudamel, who quite 
small, is a mover and a shaker. But unlike 
some famous podium exhibitionists, he 
seems to have the music coursing through 
his veins. Every gesture is generated by the 
score and goes directly to the players. In 
the two pieces that followed, 
First Piano Concerto, with British virtuoso 
Imogen Cooper, and (more ballet music!) 
Manuel de Falla’s complete Three-Cornered 
Hat, which has two brief Spanish songs 
that were sung voluptuous 24-year-old 
New York mezzo-soprano Isabel Leonard 
(still in the graduate program at Juilliard), 
he never took a solo bow. 

There are countless brilliant young mu- 
sicians, but few are as musically alert — 
and deep Dudamel. The opening 
the Beethoven concerto alternated the 
most elegant, delicate dance with sudden 
military intervention, which in turn her- 
alded the arrival second theme pure 
lyric sweetness. The second movement, 
Largo, the longest slow movement ina 
Beethoven concerto, had living pulse and 
therefore remarkable sense continuity 
and flow. Dudamel never upstaged Cooper, 
whose teasing wit, buoyantly propulsive 
energy, and unsentimental charm were al- 
ways front and center. 

And the Falla was a knockout, not just 
because was glamorous and dazzling 
orchestral showpiece but because it’s fun- 
(the orchestra gets clap and shout 
rhythm) and romantic and brimming with 
unforgettable tunes, all which Dudamel 
understands. He didn’t need a score to lead 
this. hope don’t have far Tan- 
glewood, or Venezuela, to hear him again. 

For this concert tried out the bus from 
Symphony Hall Tanglewood and back 
that the BSO instituted this summer, For 
$30 round trip, those who don’t drive or 
who couldn't stay over and didn’t want to 
drive back late could leave the driving 
someone else.

Our mission: get off work, 
hop on the T and ride from BC to Harvard, 
stopping along the way enjoy many 
local drinking holes possible before the 
dreaded shutdown. What follows 
detailed account of our odyssey. Maybe it'll 
motivate you get out and have night 
remember (or possibly not). 


5:59 TRAIN, GREEN LINE 
After quick look around confirm that 
there are bars around the campus 
(What’s up with that?), Ted, Andrew, and I 
hop on the T— amply air conditioned and 
almost completely empty and take two 
stops inbound Chestnut Hill Avenue, 
where meet with our buddy Gallagher, 
the first many friends join the crawl 
throughout the night. 


6:08 CHESTNUT HILL AVENUE 

The bar packed with preppy-looking 
twentysomethings hoping get jump 
Friday-night revelry. They’ve come the 
right place: Bud Light drafts are dollar, 
you can get Roggie (“64 your 
favorite mixed drink”) for $15.75, the pizza's 
cheap and tasty, there’s loud music and 
flat-screen TVs, and the wait staff are as 
young and attractive the patrons. Since 
we're in a rush, hoping to catch the two- 
for-one burgers and appetizers deal at Our 
House, which runs from pm, 
down our Bud Lights and get back on the T. 


6:29 WARREN STREET 
HARRY’S BAR AND GRILL 

Harry’s emptier than Roggie’s, which 
fine us. Like its sister bar, the White 
Horse Tavern, Harry’s has a wide-open 
front, and nice breeze blowing 
through the room. In lieu of $2 Busch 
bottles (there aren’t any cold ones at the 
moment), we grab a pitcher of Bud Light, 
which yields four pints decent deal for 
$10.50. We down it quick. 


6:51 GRIGGS STREET/LONG 
AVENUE OUR HOUSE WEST 

Just in time for the two-for-one deal — 
sweet. Our House, which has been around 
since my parents were cavorting around 
Allston some 30 years ago, has a nice ... well, 
homey feel, and, more important, 16-ounce 
bottles of Brubaker for two bucks. While 
the six guys at the table next to us order six 
burgers and six apps, opt split two 
each among the four of us.

For less 
than $25 we get a plate of fried calamari, 

a big veggie quesadilla, a veggie burger, a 
regular burger, and 64 ounces of beer. 


7:55 HARVARD AVENUE 
UNO CHICAGO GRILL 

Uno’s? On a pub crawl? Sounds strange, 
know, but the 22-ounce Killian’s 
one of the best-kept secrets in town. 
And that’s all I have to say about that. 
We get back on the T, now joined 

three more folk: our pal Steve-O 
and the dynamic brother-sister duo 

Bub and Kelli. It’s starting get 
dark out, the T has begun to fill 

up, and after those big Killian’s, 

starting feel the effects. 


DUGOUT CAFE 

Since it’s summer and the 
Dugout the heart the 
BU “campus,” the bar’s all but 
empty tonight, its cozy confines 
populated by just six people, 
including the bartender. 
rolling eight heads and more 
than few beers deep this 
point, and I feel a little bad 
disturbing the peace the tiny 
tavern, but not bad enough 

refrain from firing the 
jukebox — its stellar selection 
includes everything from AC/ 
DC and LL Cool J to the Pixies 
pitchers PBR $8.75 pop. 
When those are gone, get 
back on the T with the plan to 
hit up the Other Side Café, on 
Newbury Street, for some 
tasty craft beers. were 
disappointed greeted 
with a 15-minute wait at the 
Other Side.

What today’s freshmen can learn from yesterday’s 
seniors’ mistakes MACLAUGHLIN 


kiddos, listen up. You’ve 
doubt gotten shitload 
worthless advice about going 
college from parents, counselors, 
and teachers. Some schools have 
even expanded their orientation schedules 
include admonitory lectures the perils 
intoxicants and promiscuity.

NOT THE NORTH END ANYMORE Tartufo Cucina Abruzzese Newton Center. 


Enthusiasts have described Tartufo 
taste of the North End moved out to Newton. 
This not bad analogy, for covers both 
its strengths and its weaknesses. The 
strengths are what made the Abruzzese 
chefs the old North End great: excellent 
seafood selections, a mild red sauce that 
picks the character each dish, fine 
homemade pasta, servers who know what 
the kitchen about, and plenty delicious 
food on every platter. The weaknesses, just 
as | remember them, are the numerous 
unpriced specials that turn out more 
expensive than the menu dishes, wine 
list without vintages, small wine glasses, 
overdone purchased pasta, and weak 
desserts. For many, this will conjure im- 
ages home. Yet for celebrations for 
just dining celebratory way, Tartufo, 
which has a sister restaurant in Cambridge, 
certainly has the spirit the North End, 
well some its popularity. 

The bread basket is an improvement 
over much the North End, even now. The 
key item melting-hot glutinous, crusty 
bread. And there is also a denser, softer 
white bread for getting that last bit 
sauce. The grilled calamari ($9.95) is an out- 
standing appetizer, with mild taste the 
fire but almost rubber. You can also sam- 
ple them in the antipasto di pesce ($12.95), 
which includes four white anchovies (like 
herring, only better), two fat and tasty New 
Zealand mussels, seeded green olives, and 
smoked salmon canapés. 

Surprisingly, old-fashioned appetizer 
like shrimp cognac sauce ($9.95) sig- 
nature dish here, and rightly so. The three 
large shrimp get just bit vanilla from 
the cognac alcohol while remain- 
ing plump and juicy, not bit overcooked. 
Mussels al guazetto ($8.95) is also an obvi- 
ous dish, but triumphs the strength 
wonderfully plump orange mussels. The 
sauce made with garlic and wine: good 
later with bread, but unobtrusive. 

Minestrone Abruzzese pure 


product vegetables: summer squash, 
beans, tomatoes, carrots, potato, and 
maybe little green gourd. It’s honest but 
little bland expected bit sausage 
hot pepper offering grated cheese. 
An appetizer of crab cakes ($9.95) is a dou- 
ble portion, somewhat bready but distinc- 
tively flavored crab, with excellent 
salad arugula and shaved Parmesan. 
From the menu, don’t miss the gnoc- 
chetti ($16.95). In Umbria, gnocchetti are as 
small spaetzle; the Abruzzese version 
the usual size of gnocchi, but much lighter. 
The sauce simple marinara with nice 
fresh ricotta. Ravioli shrimp and lobster 
($18.95) is another familiar dish done fabu- 
lously well. The pasta striped black-and- 
seafood stuffing and the rich, creamy 
sauce, again with well-saturated alcohol. 
“Guazzetto alla pescarese con gamberi 
vongole” ($22.95), however, is not quite as 
good. starts with base fully cooked 
linguine, rather limp stuff you’ve been 
corrupted by the homemade pastas. The 
sauce picks the flavor excellent 
shrimp and clams the shell, and you can 
certainly eat the seafood here happily, but 
this dish isn’t special. Merluzzo ($23.95) 
another option you want take advan- 
tage Tartufo’s seafood savvy. The buttery 
haddock the kind you hardly get any- 
more, with decorative littleneck clams 
(small and tasty) and mussels (large and 
tasty), and a light sauce of garlic and oil. 
Now about those specials. The sole spe- 
cial ($27.95) was reasonable, another fine 
large piece of local fish, with white sauce, 
flecks, olives, and shrimp, 
and a side of correctly cooked broccoli. The 
veal chop special ($34.95), though enor- 
mous T-bone chop, would probably have 
been better without the ham-and-cheese 
stuffing. added some flavor, but the chop 
came the table somewhat dried out. An- 
other old-fashioned sauce, sweet Marsala 


and heiped considerably,

as did an underlayment of roast-potato slices, 
carrots, zucchini, and broccoli florets. A 
third special, red snapper ($32.95), featured 
good non-local fish, neatly boned and pre- 
sented with arugula and a wisp of sauce. 
The wine list is fairly priced but starts at 
$28 and runs pretty quickly up to about $50, 
with special bottles high $280. Vintages 
aren't listed, and 1 wanted a barbera not from 
the overheated 2003 vintage now on the 
market. However, this problem was resolved 
the excellent waiter going over the wine 
bin and finding a 2004 bottle of Barbera 
d'Asti from Stefano Farina ($32). It was all 
fruit, some length flavor, still not quite 
acidic as I wanted for the dinner, but cer- 
tainly an easy wine to drink and enjoy. 
Coffee ($2), decaf ($2), and decaf cappuc- 
cino ($3.50) were all fine, although it is odd 
see fine old-fashioned espresso machine 
with shiny new gauges and the eagle top 
just sitting there wall decoration. 
There’s long list desserts, but none 
special. You might well have the epony- 
mous tartufo ($7.50) — not really a “truffle” 
but bombe-shaped scoop cappuccino ice 
cream with chocolate sauce. The chocolate 
tower ($9) is not a tower but an indented 
cylinder fallen chocolate cake: bitter, in- 
tense, and overly familiar. Tiramisu ($7.50) 
nice clean-cut square and easy eat. 
The mango sorbet ($7) is a real treat; the sor- 
bet is well flavored, and you can eat a little 
of the frozen shell of half a mango. The 
same deal in peach ($7) isn’t as distinctive. 
And the cannoli ($9) had a sourish ricotta 
filling, though came nice crisp shell.

BREAKING RANK 

By his own account, Watada, a native of 
Hawaii, joined the military in 2003 at the 
age because felt the United States 
was danger. This was two years after the 
Twin Towers had been leveled terrorists 
flying hijacked airliners, year after the 
terrorist bombings Bali, and during the 
run of constant terror alerts and heated 
rhetoric that marked the the 
Iraq war. 

“I had the idea that my country needed 
me,” Watada recently told interviewer 
for the liberal Web site TruthOut.org. 

His first rotation took him South 
Korea, where he received stellar reviews 
from his superiors, but while he was rack- 
ing accolades was also developing 
different view the Iraq war, reading 
books and articles that led him con- 
clude that the US attack on Iraq was 
“manifestly illegal.” That transformation 
led to his refusal to deploy, and to his 
current confrontation with the military 
justice system. 

The August hearing Fort Lewis 
was intended simply to allow the Army’s 
investigating officer, Lieutenant Colonel 
Mark Keith, opportunity hear argu- 
ments from both sides before deciding 
whether to recommend a court-martial 
for Watada. the language civilian 
courts, it was a hearing about whether to 
have a trial. But what transpired suggested 
that if Watada is ultimately court-martialed, 
seems likely, the military will dealing 
with more than just few violations its 
code. prosecuting Watada, will also 
have defend the legality war that 
increasingly seen as a mistake (if not 
and result steadily losing 
its public support. 

As his lawyer noted, Watada repeatedly 
looked for ways out of this confrontation 
with the military. When realized 
could not allow himself deploy Iraq, 
Watada asked sent Afghanistan, 
war supports because has clear 
connection to an enemy that attacked the 
US. The request was denied. Watada then 
asked to resign. That request, too, was de- 
nied. After refusing deploy and having 
the book thrown him Army prosecu- 
tors, Watada suggested a compromise: a 
less-than-honorable discharge and some 
non-prison form punishment.

He recited Watada’s at- 
tempts get out his Iraq deployment 
reaching compromises with military 
officials and then complained, “All 
those efforts were rejected.”

While in 
the 1940s the was helping create 
these international norms for warfare, 
these days bending some would say 
outright breaking the rules once 
backed. attacked Iraq, for example, 
without the authorization that re- 
quired, according Boyle, order 
keep war from being deemed illegal 
“war aggression.” 

Another prong Watada’s argument 
was that would inevitably party 
war crimes were deploy Iraq. Not- 
ing the Abu torture scandal, the 
alleged use cluster bombs civilian 
areas, and the reported rapes and murders 
committed soldiers Iraq, Boyle 
said that Watada deployed Iraq, “it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, for 
him not committing war crimes.” 

This was the easier the two prongs 
for Keith, the military prosecutor, to at- 
tack. “By this reasoning, you will, has 
everyone theater committed war crimes 
just the fact their deployment?”, 
Keith asked. 

Boyle’s response was that Watada, be- 
cause he was a lieutenant and because he 
had made it his business to learn about US 
misconduct, would be more culpable than 
the average grunt. “The more you know, 
and the higher your rank, the more your 
responsibility,” said. 

the question whether the war it- 
self was illegal, however, prosecutor Keith 
could only point out that legal inter- 
national body — not the UN, not the US 
Congress, and not the court system 
has yet declared the war violation 
international law. Boyle agreed that 
this was so. But and other witnesses al- 
pointed out that the UN’s structure 
makes nearly impossible sanction the

Watada, sitting slightly slouched, was 
all but silent during the proceedings, 
speaking only tell the military investi- 
gator that didn’t wish make state- 
ment.

The tide seems to be shifting, andina 
sign the concern this generating 
within the administration, officials repre- 
senting Bush are currently circulating 
proposed amendments the federal war- 
crimes law, apparently hoping give 
themselves way out should they some- 
day charged under that statute. That’s 
not the tactic group people who feel 
they are on the right side of the law, or 
public-opinion trends. 

this context, seems impossible 
that the army will allowed easy 
Watada. all likelihood, will 
jail for refusing deploy. has said 
peace with his decision, and with 
his possible punishment. one his 
own witnesses the hearing, retired 
army colonel Ann Wright, put it: “If you 
challenge an order, you do it at your own 
jeopardy.” 

Still, Wright added, army command- 
ers, and their civilian leaders, suffer from 
being unable convincingly explain, 
Watada anyone else, why the Iraq war 
seen illegal under interna- 
tional law. This failure probably 
surprising, given how often the ra- 
tionale for the war has shifted from 
spreading democracy the self- 
justifying notion that can’t leave be- 
cause now there. But the absence 
such explanation, Wright said, hurts 
military order and discipline more than 
anything else. 

“Good order and discipline,” she told 
the army investigator, “is based the 
fact that good leaders can explain things 
their soldiers.”
